(i) for the words ‘date and time of death’ the words ‘date, time and place 
of death and nationality of the deceased’ shall be substituted; 

(ii) after clause (10), the following clauses shall be inserted, namely 

“(ii) Dependents or relations in the country of the deceased, if known 
to the Cantonment Board”. 

(iii) Existihg clauses (11) and (12) shall be renumbered as (13) and (14) 
respectively.
